W hen his ability brought him a knighthood he 
dropped his hist nam e, that there might not be 
two Sir Johns in the family. 
But in Egypt every­

went there when 26 as an attache, and rose ra p ­ 
idly through the diplomatic grades. G reat adm in­

Lord 
Cromer, and within an extraordinarily short tim e he had become u nder­ 
secretary to th** ministry of finance, and again adviser to tho m inistry of the 
interior. 
“ Adviser" in Egypt is a euphem ism for the British official who is 
really the boss, but nominally the subordinate of the m inister 
at the head 
of a departm ent. He 
was financial adviser to the Egyptian governm ent, 
when in 1903, he was sum m oned to London to assist the foreign office in the 
negotiations which resulted in the Anglo-French agreem ent that so largely 
contributed t^ giving England a free hand in Egypt. 
His services w ere re­ 
warded by giving him on** of the most responsible positions in the perm anent 
civil service, that of under-secretary of state for foreign affairs. 
Sir Eldon is 46. 
He has time in which to m ake for himself a nam e th a t 
will rival that of Lord Crom er 
Sir Eldon knows all th** ropes in Egypt, is personally acquainted with 
everybody who counts there and speaks Arabic and the native dialect fluently.

V e n e z u e ­ 
la. had a hundred average sized elec­ 
tric eels captured and copper wire en ­ 
circled around their necks just l***l**wr 
the ears and

connected 
them 
with a motor, th** eels rem aining in 
the river near the shore. 
T heir violent flopping 
and 
contor­ 
tions proved a most uncertain sort of 
electric current, so in* 
procured 
an 
other hundred and put them into a 
zinc bath which he had in his house 
and connected it with the m otor and 
found that they 
produced 
about 
20 
horse power 
With this he ran a mill 
and lighted up his house anil grounds.

It would be b etter to 
plant som e other crop than to take 
this risk. 
A good practice is to strew 
the land to be used for set**! bed with 
straw or dry brush and burn it over 
before plowing.

be m ade in a different p lace eac h year.

HOLDING CABBAGE 


ROT IN CHECK 


Gathering the Bright-Faced Blooms 


;lns. 


By R. E, Buchanan. Department 
Botany, Iowa Alrloulturat 
Collate. 


Plant the cabbage seed on land 


where this disease has never appeared. 
When the plants are ready to set out 
Inspect the seed bed very carefully, 
and If any cases of the disease are 
found reject all the plants and set 
from some other bed. One cannot af- 
ford to run any risk of infecting his 
land by the usf of seedlings from «us- 
piclous beds. 
It would be better to 


plant some other crop than to take 
this risk. A good practice Is to strew 
the land to be used for seed bed with 
straw or dry brush and burn it over 
before plowing. The seed bed should 
be made In a different place each year. 


Set the plants on 
land which has 


not been in cabbages or other crucifer- 
ous plants for some time. 
If it is Im- 


possible to avol* following cabbages 
by cabbages, at least take the precau- 
tion to plant only on land which has 
never suffered from this disease. To 
follow any other course is simply to 
invite the trouble. 
The practice of 


planting cabbages after cabbages for 
a long series of years also invites oth- 
er parasites, and must as a rule be 
considered very bad economy. 


As a matter of precaution avoid the 


use of stable manures, since these 
may possibly serve as a means of car- 
rying the disease Into 
tmlnfccted 


fields, that Is, through cabbage refuse 
fed to animals or thrown into the barn- 
yard or o»to manure plies. 
As far 


aa possible make use of commercial 
fertilizers in place of barnyard ma- 
nures, both la the seed bed and In the 
field, at least until it shall have been

Too much 
stress cannot he laid on the necessity 
of keeping the germs out of the soil, 
and consequently on the avoidance of 
practices, which. If 
not 
absolutely 


proved to be davgerous. are at least 
questionable. 


Do not turn animals Into diseased 


fields and then allow them to wandet 
over other parts of the farm. Cattle 
or other stock .should not be allowed 
to roam in cabbage fields where this 
disease prevails. 


All farm tools used 
on 
Infected 


lands should be scoured bright before 
using on nuinfected land. The trans- 
fer of soil from infected to healthy 
fit-Ida ought In all cases to be reduced 
to a minimum. 


Keep up a constant warfare against 


Insect enemies, especially the cabbage 
butterfly and the harlequin bug. 


As a palliative lemove badly infect- 


ed plants from the fields as 
fast as 


they appear. 
In early stages of the 


disease, i p.. while it is still conflged 
to margins of ihe leaves and has not 
yet entered the head or stump, go 
over the fields systematically about 
once every ten days anil break-off and 
remove all the affected leaves. 
Do 


not throw this refuse into cultivated 
fields or into ditches from which It 
can be -washed lo other fields, or on 
roadways to be tracked about. 
It 


should be burned or put into a deep' 
pit in some fence corner or other out- 
of-the-way place. 


Weeds which harbor the disease, 


especially the wild mustards, must be 
destroyed systematically. 


Store cabbage's from diseased fields 


only when it is impossible to sell them 
in the fall, and In such cases take par- 
ticular care to reject all heads show- 
Ing any trace of black In the stump 
and to keep all parts of the houses be- 
low 40 degrees F. 
It any 
affected 


heads are stored, they should be put 
by themselves in the lowest, cooldtit 
part ot the house.

HOLDING CABBAGE 


ROT IN^CHECK 


By R. C, Buchanan. D«p«rtment of 
Botftny, low* Agricultural 
ColUge. 


Victories are like fish; you can't 


bring them up to be caught, but you 
rmmt go where they are to get them. 


Plant tlie cabbage seed on land 


where this disease has never appeared. 
When the plants are ready to set out 
Inspect the seed bed very carefully, 
and If any cases of the disease are 
found reject all the plants and set 
from some other bed. One cannot af- 
ford to run any risk of Infecting his 
land by the uqf of seedlings from aus- 
picious beds. 
It would be better to 


plant some other crop than to take 
this risk. A good practice is to strew 
tho land to be used for seed bed with 
straw or dry brush and burn it over 
before plowing. The seed bed should 
be made In a different place each year. 


Set the plants on 
land which has 


not been In cabbages or other crucifer- 
ous plants for some time. 
If it is Im- 


possible to avoid- following cabbages 
by cabbages, at least take the precau- 
tion to plant only on land which has 
never suffered from this disease. To 
follow any other course is simply to 
invUe the trouble. 
The practice of 


planting cabbages after cabbages for 
a long series of years also invites oth- 
er parasites, and must as a rule be 
considered very bart economy. 


As a matter of precaution avoid the 


use of stable manures, since these 
may possibly serve aa a means of car- 
rying the 
disease Into 
tmlnfocted 


fields, that Is, through cabbage refuse 
fed to animals or thrown Into the barn- 
yard or o»to manure piles. 
As far 


aa possible make use of commercial 
fertilizers In place of barnyard ma- 
nures, both In the seed bed and in the, 
field, at least until It shall have been 
»h.own conclusively tbat there is uo

danger in the manure pile. Too much 
stress cannot bo laid on the necessity 
of keeping: the germs out of tbe soil. 
and consequently on the avoidance of 
practices, which, if 
not 
absolutely 


proved to bt? dayserous. are at least 
questionable. 


Do not turn animals Into diseased 


fields and then allow them to wander 
over other parts of the farm. Cattle 
or other stock should not be allowed 
to roam in cabbage fields where this 
disease prevails. 


All farm tools used 
on 
Infected 


lands should be scoured bright before 
using on uninfected land. The trans- 
fer of soli from infected to healthy 
llelds ought In all cases to be reduced 
to a minimum. 


Keep up a constant warfare against 


Insect enemies, especially the cabbage 
butterfly and the harlequin bug. 


As a palliative lemove badly infect- 


ed plants from the fields us fast as 
they appear. 
In early stages of the 


disease, 1 e.. while It is still confined 
to margins of the leaves and has not 
yet entered the head or stump, go 
over the fields systematic-ally about 
once every ten days and break off and 
remove all the affected leaves. 
Do 


not throw this refuse into cultivated 
fields or into ditches from which It 
can be-washed to other fields, or on 
roadways to be tracked about. 
It 


should be burned or put into a deep* 
pit In some fence corner or other out- 
of-the-way place. 


Weeds which harbor the disease, 


especially the wild mustards, must be 
destroyed systematically. 


Store cabbage's from diseased fields 


only when U is Impossible to sell them 
in the fall, and In such cases take par- 
ticular care to reject all heads show- 
Ing any trace of black In the stump 
and to keep all parts of the houses be- 
low 40 degrees F. 
If any 
affected 


heads are stored, they should be put 
by themselves in the lowest, cool«tit 
part of tbe house. 
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
